Washington, D. C., Aug. 9—War

had not complied with the suggestions

in black with drapings and a temporary 
chapel arranged.

absolution and the remains were carried 
to :the street" and placed jsn a gun car- 
riage and conveyed to the Pantheon. 


The streets were jammed with people, 


held in line by cordons of soldiers and 
police. 
Allthe buildings £were draped 


in black. The procession was headed 
by vaval and military contingents and 
composed of all the great dignitaries of 
Italy. 


The crowd stood bare headed and 


silent ae the funeral service was most 
impressive and elaborate.

either in a court of justice. The public official 
qiust owe no obligations anywhere, excepting 
to the public. Ho must be free to pass judicial- 
ly, as it wore, on ail questions of conflicting in- 
terest which come before him.

announced by Li Hung Chang, that 
the ministers had left Pekin under es- 
cort, of Jung Lu. Mr. Brodrick said 
he had no confirmation of the report.

NEW CABLE STATION. 


One to Be Built on n Coral Dot In the 


Fncine Oec'un. 


Uncle Sam is about to bnild a home 


for lovers of solitude on one ol the far- 
off Midway islands, where there is to 
be a cable station when the cable from 
Sa.u Francisco to Manila is laid, says 
the Honolulu correspondent of the New 
York \VorIU. 
Those who go to take 


charge of this wildest of all posts in 
the American government service will 
have to be prepared to spo'mi their clays 
on what seems like nothing more than 
a big rock in the midst of the broad 
Pacific ocean. 


The largest of the two Midway is- 


lands, Sandy island, is only about a 
mile square. 
The other one, known as 


Eastern island, is halt' a mile by three- 
quarters. 
As this is the more fertile 


and habitable of the two it will proba- 
bly bo the one selected for the cable 
station. 
Even this island is almost 


without trees, and it is absolutely with- 
out interesting features. 
Life on East- 


ern Midway island will be as dull and 
monotonous and bound by as dreary a 
routine' as existence in Joliet or Sing 
Sing.

Pond, U. S. N., is soon to leave Hono- 
lulu to make the surveys and charts 
that are necessary before the govern- 
ment can go ahead with its plans. It is 
a journey of 1,200 miles from Honolulu 
to the Midway islands, which when 
reached are-nothing but a-collection of 
bits of coral, a strangely formed wall 
of coral and two little patches of land 
which rise so little out of the water 
that they seem to be nearly submerged 
when winter storms .rise around them. 
There will be no monotony of weather 
during winter months for the two or 
three cable operators and attendants 
who will make their homes iu this out- 
landish spot. When the fearful winter 
storms come, winds and rain sweep the. 
little island bare of everything. 


Midway islands are near nowhere. 


The men will get mail only when Uncle 
Sam SFuds a vessc! with supplies. They 
will have one occupation. 
Day and 


night, year iu and year out. the cable 
will have to be watched. 
There will 


probably .never be a moment out of any 
24 hours when messages will not be 
flying under the Pacific to Midway'and 
from Midway on to Honolulu or Ma- 
nila. 
It will be a ceaseless routine,
